The  ninth  Course  of  Lectures  will  begin  Wednesday,  Oc- 
tober 9th,  1S78,  and  continue  till  March  5th,  1879. 

The  student,  upon  registration,  is  required  to  choose  one  of 
the  following"  courses  of  instruction  : 

I.  A  two  years'1  course,  requiring  the  attendance  of  the 
student  at  all  lectures  and  exercises  of  the  Department  for  two 
full  terms,  as  has  heretofore  been  the  general  custom  in  Medi- 
cal Colleges. 

II.  A  three  years''  graded  course.  This  has  been  urgently 
recommended  by  the  Faculty  for  several  years  past,  and  many 
students  have  adopted  the  same.  Students  choosing  this 
course  must  conform  to  the  following  schedule  of  studies:

Students  of  both  sexes  are  admitted  on  equal  terms,  and 
afforded  in  all  respects  the  same  facilities  for  acquiring  a 
thorousrh  medical  education. 


[NSTRUCTION  AND  SCHOLARSHIP. 

Daily  Examinations.  —  The  students  are  examined  every 
day  on  the  lectures  of  the  previous  day,  and  their  standing 
is  recorded  for  future  reference. 

Clinical  Duties  of  the  Students.  —  Advanced  stu- 
dents are  required  to  make  examinations  at  the  Clinics  and  to 
prescribe  for  patients. 

Examining  Committee.  —  The  qualifications  of  each 
graduating  class  are  guaranteed  by  the  fact  that  a  committee, 
selected  from  the  profession  of  the  State  takes  part  in  the  ex- 
amination at  the  close  of  each  annual  session. 


HOSPITAL  AND  CLINICS. 

The  Medical  Department,  by  reason  of  being  a  State  Insti- 
tution, draws  from  a  very  large  field  an  abundance  of  clinical 
material,  the  use  of  which  renders  the  clinical  advantages  an 
attractive  feature  of  the  course  of  instruction. 

The  University  Hospital,  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy, 
is  located  within  two  blocks  of  the  College  Buildings,  and 
affords  good  accommodations  for  all  who  apply  for  treatment. 
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Contiguous  to  the  Hospital  is  a  Hue  Amphitheater  wherein 
all  the  clinical  teaching  is  conducted. 

A  special  advantage  of  the  Hospital  is  the  opportunity 
afforded   to  advanced   members  of  the  class  for  observing  the 

treatment   of  cases   in   company    with    the   attending  physician 
when  making  his  daily  rounds. 

Practical  Anatomy.  — The  thorough  study  of  Practical 
Anatomy  will  he  required  of  every  student.  Facilities  for 
obtaining  material  are  such  that  an  abundant  supply  will 
always  be  provided.  The  Professor  and  Demonstrator  of 
Anatomy  will  be  always  ready  to  aid  the  student  in  his  ana- 
tomical studies.  The  Anatomical  Museum  will  be  open  to 
students  at  all  hours  when  lectures  are  not  in  progress. 

Operations  on  the  Cadaver.  — All  kinds  of  surgical 
operations  on  the  cadaver  are  performed  by  the  students  in 
the  presence  of  the  class  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Surgery. 

Chemical  Laboratory.  —  The  Chemical  Laboratory  is 
open  for  the  stud}7  of  practical  chemistry.  Courses  in  Chemi- 
cal Analysis,  Urine  Analysis,  and  Toxicology  have  been 
specially  arranged  for  Medical  students. 


LECTURES,  CLINICS  AND  OTHER    EXERCISES. 

Fiye  Lectures  are  given  each  day,  exclusive  of  Clinics. 
All  lectures  (except  chemical)  are  delivered  in  the  Medi- 
cal Amphitheater  in  the  South  Building  of  the  University, 
recently  very  much  enlarged  and  improved.  The  lectures  on 
chemistry  are  delivered  in  the  University  Laboratory,  in  the 
North  Building. 

All  Clinics  are  held  in  the  Amphitheater  at  Mercy  Hos- 
pital, as  follows : 

Mondays — Medical  Clinics  by  Prof.  Robertson. 

Wednesdays — Clinics  on  the   Eye  and  Ear,  by  Dr.  Hobby. 

Fridays — Surgical  Clinics,  by  Prof.  Peck. 
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Practice  in  Chemical  Analysis  on  Saturdays* 

All  patients  presenting  themselves  at  the  clinics,  will  have 
the  privilege  of  examinations,  prescriptions,  medicines  and 
operations,  free  of  charge.

The  average  expense  on  this  account  is 
about  $5.00. 

ALUMNI  of  this  school  and  other  accredited  medical  institu- 
tions will  be  admitted  to  the  lectures  and  clinics  on  taking  out 
1  lie  matriculation  ticket. 

All  fees  must  be  promptly  paiit  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session  to  the  Ireas/i rer  of  the  University. 
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The  Faculty  Ticket  will  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  only 
on  presentation  of  the  Treasurer's  receipt.  Students  who  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  in  this  Department  shall 
be  entitled   to  the  third   course  of  lectures  on  payment  of  the 

matriculation  fee;  Demonstrator's  tickel  additional.  Students 
who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  some  other  duly  recog- 
nized Medical  College,  hut  who  have,  tor  satisfactory  reasons, 
tailed  to  graduate,  will  be  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Department  upon  the  payment  of  $10,  which  amount  will  not 
include  matriculation  nor  Demonstrator's  ticket. 

Good  hoard  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3.50  to  $5.00  per 
week.  By  associating  in  cluhs,  students  may  supply  them- 
selves with  good  accommodations  at  a  material  reduction  from 
the  customary  prices. 

Students  will  he  furnished  with  all  necessary  information 
concerning  boarding,  by  applying-  to  the  Janitor. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  he  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  unex- 
ceptionable moral  character,  and  must  have  been  engaged  in 
the  study  of  medicine  for  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a 
physician  in  regular  standing,  including  attendance  on  two 
courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this 
institution.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  graduate  who 
has  not  pursued  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  for  at  least 
two  courses,  and  of  Practical  Chemistry  for  at  least  one 
course. 

Each  candidate  for  graduation  must  undergo  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  branches  taught  in  the  Department,  and 
present  an  acceptable  thesis,  in  his  own  handwriting,  and  on  a 
subject  connected  with  some  branch  of  medicine.  The  candi- 
date must  notify  the  Dean,  in  writing,  during  the  first  week  in 
February,  of  his  or  her  intention  to  become  an  applicant  for 
graduation,  and  at  the  same  time  present  the  thesis  and  exami- 
nation fee.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  graduate,  the  thesis  will  be 
returned. 
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The  Ad  Eundem  Degree  in  this  Department  may  be  con- 
ferred under  the  following  circumstances:     The  candidate  must 

be  in  possession  of  an  accredited  diploma,  and  must  present 
letters  from  two  respectable  physicians,  as  to  moral  character 
and  professional  standing.  An  attendance  upon  lectures  from 
time  to  time,  is  expected  during  the  session,  and  a  satisfactory 
examination  must  be  passed  on  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the 
Department.  From  those  who  apply  for  the  ad  cuiidem  degree, 
the  matriculation  fee,  and  an  examination  fee  of  $20  will  be 
required,  and  $^  for  the  Diploma. 


PRIZES.

Professor  Shrader  will  give  a  prize  of  an  obstetrical  case  of 
instruments  for  the  best  prepared  female  pelvis  with  ligaments 
attached.

At  a  meeting  held  in  Chicago,  June  2  and  4,  1877,  of  repre- 
entatives  from  various  medical  colleges  of  the  country,  a  per- 
manent organization  was  formed  under  the  above  title,  and  a 
Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Articles  of  Confederation  were 
adopted.  Artitle  IX  of  the  Constitution  requires  that  all 
colleges  belonging-  to  the  association  shall  publish  the  "  Articles 
of  Confederation  "  in  their  annual  catalogue  for  at  least  three 
consecutive  years  after  joining  the  association.  In  accordance 
with  this  requirement  we  give  below 

THE  ARTICLES  OF  CONFEDERATION 

I  To  he  subscribed  and  conformed  to  by  all  the  College's  of  the  Confederation.  \ 
ARTICLE  I.     OF  THE  FACULTY. 

The  medical  members  of  the  Faculty  must  be  regular  graduates  or  licen- 
tiates and  practitioners  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  using  the  word 
"regular  "  in  the  sense  commonly  understood  in  the  medical  profession. 

ARTICLE  II.     OF  TUITION. 

SECTION  I.  The  scheme  of  tuition  shall  provide  for  a  yearly  systematic 
course  of  instruction  covering  the  general  topics  of  Anatomy,  including  dis- 
sections, Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Ob- 
stetrics, Surgery,  Pathology  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  The  collegiate  ses- 
sion, wherein  this  course  is  given,  shall  be  understood  as  the  "regular" 
session. 

SECTION  2.  Said  regular  session  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  weeks 
in  duration.      This  section  to  go  in  force  at  and  after  the  session  of  1879-80. 

SECTION    \.      Not   more  than  one   regular  session,   counting  the  regular 
on  as  one  of  the  two  courses  of  instruction  re<juired  for  graduation,  shall 
he  held  in  the  same  year. 
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ARTICLE  I II.     REQUIREM  ENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

No  person,  whether  a  graduate  in  medicine  or  not,  shall  be  given  a 
Diploma  of  "Doctor  of  Medicine"  who  shall  nol  have  fulfilled  the  follow- 
ir£requirements,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for  in  article  IV: 

1.  lie  must  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  and 
oi  having  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

2.  He  must  file  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  having  studied  medicine  for 
at  least  three  year-  under  a  regular  graduate,  or  licentiate  and  practitioner 
of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  using  the  word  "regular"  in  the  sense  com- 
monly understood  in  the  medical  profession.  No  candidate  shall  be  eligible 
for  final  examination  for  graduation,  unless  his  term  of  three  years'  study 
-hall  have  been  completed,  or  shall  expire  at  a  date  not  later  than  three 
months  after  the  close  of  the  final  examinations;  this  clause  to  take  effect 
at  and  after  the  session  of  1879-80. 

3.  He  must  tile  the  proper  official  evidence  that,  during  the  above  men- 
tioned three  years,  he  has  matriculated  at  some  affiliated  college  or  colleges, 
for  two  regular  sessions,  and  in  the  course  of  the  same  (except  as  provided 
in  4)  has  attended  two  full  courses  of  instruction  on  the  seven  topics  men- 
tioned in  Article  II.  But  the  latter,  at  least,  oi  the  two  full  courses  must 
have  been  attended  at  the  college  issuing  the  diploma.  No  two  con- 
secutive courses  of  instruction  shall  beheld  as  satisfying  the  above  require- 
ments unless  the  time  between  the  beginning  of  the  first  course  and  the  end 
of  the  second  is  greater  than  fifteen  months. 

4.  In  case  a  college  shall  adopt  a  systematic  graduated  scheme  of  tui- 
tion, attendance  on  the  whole  of  the  same  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  require- 
ments mentioned  in  3,  proi nded  such  scheme  includes  instruction  in  the  seven 
topics  mentioned  in  Article  II,  and  requires  attendance  of  at  least  two 
yearly  regular  collegiate  sessions  of  not  less  than 'twenty  weeks'  duration 
each. 

5.  The  candidate  must  have  passed  a  personal  examination  before  the 
Faculty  on  all  seven  of  the  branches  of  medicine  mentioned  in  Article  II. 

6.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  all  College  dues,  including  the  graduation 
fee. 

ARTICLE  IV.     OF   HONORARY  DEGREES. 

An  honorary  degree  of  "  Doctor  in  Medicine,"  may  be  granted  in  num- 
bers not  exceeding  one  yearly,  to  distinguished  physicians  or  scientific  men 
of  over  forty  years  of  age.  But  in  such  case  the  diploma  shall  bear  across 
its  face  the  word  "  Honorary,"  in  conspicuous  characters,  and  the  same 
word  shall  always  be  appended  to  the  name  of  the  recipient  in  all  lists  of 
graduates. 

ARTICLE  V.     OF  FEES. 

m .<  TION    I.      All  fees  shall  be  paid  in  lawful  money,   and  no  promissory 
■  I  promises  to  pay  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  cash  for  payment  of  fees. 
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SECTION  2.  No  ticket  or  other  certificate  of  attendance  upon  college 
exercises,  shall  be  issued  to  any  student  until  the  dues  for  the  same  shall  be 

paid. 

SECTION  3.  The  established  fees  for  the  exercises  of  the  regular  session, 
except  the  matriculation  fee,  graduation  fee,  fee  for  dissection,  may  be 
reduced  not  more  than  one-half  to  graduates  of  other  affiliated  colleges  of 
less  than  three  years'  standing,  and  to  undergraduates  of  the  same  who 
have  already  attended  two  ball  courses  of  the  instruction  of  the  regular 
session. 

Section  4.  The  same  fees  may  be  remitted  altogether  to  college's  own 
alumni,  to  graduates  of  other  affiliated  colleges  of  three  years'  standing — 
the  three  years  dating  from  the  time  of  graduation,  and  ending  at  the  close 
of  the  regular  session  for  which  the  tickets  are  given — to  under-graduateswho 
have  already  attended  two  full  courses  of  the  instruction  of  the  regular  ses- 
sion, the  latter  of  which,  at  least,  shall  have  been  in  the  college  making  the 
remission,  and  to  theological  students,   when  not  candidates  for  a  diploma. 

Section  5.  The  same  fees  may  be  reduced  or  remitted  to  deserving 
indigent  students  to  a  number  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  the  number  of 
matriculants  at  the  previous  regular  session  of  the  college. 

Section  6.  Under  no  circumstances  whatever,  other  than  the  above, 
shall  the  Faculties,  or  any  member  of  the  same,  grant,  upon  their  own 
authority,  any  remission  or  reduction  of  established  fees.  And  it  is  dis- 
tinctly understood  and  agreed  that  the  Faculties  will  discountenance  and 
oppose  the  authorizing  by  governing  boards  of  the  admission  of  indi- 
vidual students  upon  other  than  the  regularly  established  charges  for  their 
grrtde. 

Section  7.  Remission  or  reduction  of  fees  for  other  exercises  than 
those  of  the  regular  session,  return  to  a  student  of  any  moneys  after  pay- 
ment of  fees,  or  an  appropriation  of  funds  of  the  College  for  payment  of  any 
student's  fees,  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Article  in  regard  to  remission  or  reduction  of  fees. 

ARTICLE  VI.  OF  RECOGNITION  OF  OTHER  COLLEGES. 

No  College  shall  admit  to  the  privileges  accorded  in  Articles  III  and  V 
the  students  or  graduates  of  any  College  which,  during  an)  period  ol  the 
student's  or  graduate's  pupilage,  shall  have  been  excluded  from  the  list  of 
affiliated   Colleges  recognized  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.     AMENDMENTS. 

Amendments  to  these  Articles  shall  be  proposed  and  adopted  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  for  amendments  to  the  Constitution.

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The  thirteenth  annual  course  of  lectures  will  begin  October 
nth,  1882,  and  close  on  March  7th,  1883. 

Students  upon  registration  are  required  to  elect  one  of  the  two 
following  courses  of  instruction: 

I.  A  three  years  course  with  three  full  courses  of  lectures — the 
second  year  having  the  special  advantage  of  additional  instruc- 
tion in  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiological  laboratory  work  ; 
recitations  in  special  anatomy,  laboratory  work  in  Chemistry  and 
recitations  in  Therapeutics  and  Materia  Medica.  At  the  close  of 
the  second  year  final  examinations  may  be  received  in  Physiolo- 
gy, Anatomy,  Chemistry  and  Materia  Medica. 

II.  A  two  years  course  requiring  attendance  on  all  lectures 
and  general  instruction  of  the  department  for  two  full  sessions. 

All  students  in  the  advanced  classes  of  both  courses  will  receive 
special  practical  instruction  in  physical  diagnosis,  mechanical 
obstetrics,  application  of  bandages,  splints  and  surgical  dress- 
ings. 

Students  entering  the  two  years  course  may  enroll  themselves 
in  the  three  years  course  at  the  end  of  the  first  session  and  be 
examined  at  the  close  of  the  second  session  in  Anatomy;  Physi- 
ology, Chemistry  and  Materia  Medica. 

Students  entering  either  course  will  be  required  to  attend  all 
clinics. 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy. — The  lectures  in  Anatomy  are  thoroughly  illustra- 
ted by  all  the  modern  aids  to  teaching. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  term  Comparative   and  Descriptive 
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Anatomy  will  be  fully  considered  while  the  last  part  of  the  ses- 
sion will  be  reserved  for  a  complete  consideration  of  Regional 
and  Surface  Anatomy  accompanied  by  illustrations  on  the  ca- 
daver. 

Physiology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy. — In  this  department 
trie  inductive  method  is  very  largely  employed  in  imparting  in- 
struction. The  lectures  are  profusely  illustrated  by  means  of 
charts,  diagrams,  and  black-board  figures  ;  and  the  student  is 
rendered  practically  familiar  with  the  phenomena  of  the  most 
important  bodily  functions  in  normal  operation,  by  the  employ- 
ment of  experiments  upon  living  animals  as  a  means  of  demon- 
stration. 

Laboratory  work  in  Histology  will  be  largely  employed  in 
teaching,  the  Chair  having  been  furnished  with  a  number  of  fine 
microscopes  for  this  purpose. 

Chemistry  and  Toxicology. — The  course  of  lectures  in  Chem- 
istry is  thoroughly  experimental,  the  large  cabinet  of  apparatus 
of  the  University  Laboratory  being  freely  used  for  the  purpose. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  general  operations  and  processes, 
rather  than  to  mere  preparation  of  individual  compounds.  The 
course  of  lectures  comprises  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry, 
qualitative  analysis,  urine  analysis,  and  general  toxicology. 

Materia  Medica. — This  branch  is  taught  by  lectures  and  ex- 
aminations in  a  general  and  practical  manner,  illustrated  by  a 
well  selected  cabinet  of  crude  drugs  and  officinal  preparations. — 
Special  attention  is  also  given  to  Therapeutics  and  to  the  latest 
advances  made  in  that  department. 

Practice  of  Medicine. — The  Chair  of  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Medicine  combines  didactic  and  clinical  instruction.  Many  of 
the  subjects  treated  of  in  the  didactic  course  find  illustration  in 
the  Hospital  amphitheatre  and  pathological  stud)-  is  facilitated 
by  post-mortem  examinations  as  well  as  by  wet  and  dry  prepa- 
rations from  the  museum. 
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SURGERY. —  The  Chair  of  Surgery  will  combine  thorough  prac- 
tical, theoretical j  pathological  and  clinical  teaching.  All  candi- 
dates for  final  examination  arc  required  to  perform  upon  the  ca- 
daver such  operations  as  are  made  upon  the  living  subject. — 
Likewise  to  assist  at  clinics  and  in  the  Hospital.  Thorough  at- 
tention will  also  be  given  during  the  entire  session  to  the  practi- 
cal adaptation  of  bandages,  splints  and  surgical  dressings. 

Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. — The  instruction  in  these  im 
portant  departments  is  complete.     All   modern   means  for  illus- 
tration are  employed,  and  advanced  students  are  carefully  trained 
in  the  principal  obstetric  operations. 

Practical  Anatomy. — The  thorough  study  of  this  branch,  for 
at  /cast  two  courses,  is  made  a  condition  of  graduation.  Facili- 
ties for  obtaining  material  are  such,  under  improved  legislation 
in  the  State,  that  an  abundance  will  always  be  provided  for  all 
who  may  apply.  The  demonstrator  will  always  be  ready  to  aid 
and  direct  the  prosecution  of  these  studies. 

Upon  the  completion  of  each  course  of  dissection,  the  student 
will  be  examined  on  the  anatomy  of  the  part  dissected.  If  the 
character  of  dissection  and  the  examination  be  satisfactory,  a 
certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  given. 

In  order  that  the  operations  of  this  department  of  the  school 
may  be  successfully  carried  on,  all  students  are  required  to  take 
out  the  Demonstrator's  ticket  prior  to  December  15th. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — The  instruction  in  these 
Branches  combines  didactic  and  clinical  teaching.  One  lecture 
a  week  is  given  in.  the  anatomy,  physiology,  and  pathology  of 
the  regions  involved,  and  the  Wednesday  clinic  is  devoted  to  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  their  diseases.  Large  numbers  of 
cases  appear  at  these  clinics,  and  a  great  many  operations  of  all 
kinds  are  performed. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. — This  branch  of  instruction  will 
hereafter  be  conducted  by  James  M.  Love,  LL.  D.,  United  States 
District   Judge   for  Iowa.     The    course    will    embrace   a    much

larger  number  of  lectures  than  heretofore,  and  the  essentials  to 
the  practitioner  of  this  important  department  of  medicine  will 
be  very  fully  treated. 


Insanity. — This  lectureship  hitherto  so  ably  filled  by  Dr. 
Mark  Ranney,  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  rendered  vacant  by  his  death, 
will  be  filled  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  regular  term. 


Clinics. — The  Clinics  have  been  well  and  abundantly  supplied 
with  material.  The  patronage  of  the  Hospital  is  so  large  that  a 
great  variety  of  cases  is  presented  for  operation  and  treatment. 

Every  case  is  fully  utilized  as  a  means  of  instruction,  by  a 
system  of  examination,  in  which  advanced  students  are  required 
to  diagnosticate  disease  and  suggest  treatment — before  the  class 
— subject  to  the  amendments  of  the  clinical  teacher: 

The  Hospital. — Mercy  Hospital  situated  within  three  blocks 
of  the  college  building,  and  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy, 
is  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  Medical  Department,  and  af- 
fords good  accommodation  for  all  who  apply  for  treatment.  Op- 
portunity is  furnished,  by  Hospital  tickets,  to  advanced  members 
of  the  class,  for  observing  the  treatment  of  cases,  in  company 
with  the  attending  physician  and  surgeon  when  making  their 
daily  rounds.  A  fine  amphitheater  in  the  Hospital  building  is 
devoted  to  the  purpose  of  clinical  teaching. 

Practical  Chemistry. — One  course  in  qualitative  chemical 
analysis  may  be  taken.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  furnishes  all 
facilities  for  thorough  work,  and  the  Professor  and  his  assistant 
are  constantly  present  to  guide  and  assist  the  students  at  their 
work  tables.  At  the  close  of  the  course,  an  opportunity  is  given 
to  all  to  carry  on  a  practical  course  in  urine  analysis  and  toxi- 
cology. 

Daily  Examinations. — Instruction  is  kept  continually  in 
thorough  review  by  a  system  of  daily  class  examinations,  in 
which  the  student  is  examined  on  previous  lectures,  and  his 
standing  in  such  examination  is   recorded  for  future  reference. 
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Finai  Publh  Examination. —  In  the  absence  of  an)-  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  Faculty  of  this  De- 
partment has  ever  recognized  the  right  of  the  medical  profession 
of  the  State  to  an  investigation  of  the  qualifications  of  all  its 
students.  Accordingly  there  is  always  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  the  University  an  examining  committee  from  the 
membership  of  the  State  Medical  Society  who  direct  ana  take 
part  in  the  examination  of  all  applicants  for  graduation  during  the 
two  days  preceding  the  close  of  the  session. 

No  student  can  graduate  in  any  branch  taught  in  the  Depart- 
ment without  receiving  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Examinations. 

Rannky  Library. — The  Faculty  desire,  in  this  manner,  to  no- 
tice the  generous  donation  to  the  Medical  Department,  by  Mrs. 
Ranney  of  the  library  of  her  lamented  husband,  Dr.  Mark  Ran- 
ney,  late  Superintendent  of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Mount  Pleasant,  the  same  comprising  a  large  collection  of  curi- 
ous old  and  modern  works  on  his  favorite  study — Insanity — 
gathered  during  a  life  of  close  attention  to  diseases  of  the  mind 
and  nervous  system. 

Museum. — The  museum  contains  a  large  and  interesting  col- 
lection of  morbid  and  other  specimens,  furnishing  a  valuable  aid 
to  instruction  in  its  large  amount  of  material  illustrative  of  patho- 
logical and  normal  conditions.  This  is  constantly  drawn  upon 
as  a  means  of  demonstration. 

Physicians  are  earnestly  requested  to  send  the  curator  any 
specimens  of  healthy,  morbid,  or  comparative  anatomy — for  all 
of  which  favors  due  credit  will  be  given  by  labeling  the  speci- 
mens with  the  name  of  the  donor  before  placing  them  in  the 
Museum.

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  unex- 
ceptionable moral  character,  and  must  have  been  engaged  in  the 
study  of  medicine  for  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regu- 
lar practitioner,  including  attendance  upon  two  courses  of  lectures, 
the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  institution.  Each  can- 
didate for  graduation  must  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
all  the  branches  taught  in  the  department.  The  candidate  must 
notify  the  Dean,  in  writing,  during  the  first  week  in  February,  of 
his  or  her  intention  to  become  an  applicant  for  gaduation,  and  at 
the  same  time  present  the  examination  fee.  In  case  of  a  failure 
to  graduate,  twenty  per  cent,  of  examination  fee  will  be  returned. 
In  cases  where  the  three-term  course  is  adopted,  a  certificate  of 
time  of  study  is  not  an  absolute  requirement.  All  candidates  for 
graduation  must  furnish  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character. 

DENTISTRY. 

For  a  number  of  sessions  the  Faculty  have  given  dentistry  a 
recognition  in  the  department  curriculum  hoping  thereby  that  the 
great  and  growing  importance  of  this  branch  of  surgery  and 
medicine  would  soon  find  favor  with  the  Legislature  and  the 
Board  of  Regents.  The  expectations  of  the  Faculty  have  been 
realized  by  the  formal  creation  of  a  distinct  Dental  Department 
which  will  be  ready  for  operation  at  the  opening  time  of  the  Med- 
ical Department.  A  complete  Faculty  has  been  appointed  and 
organized  with  Dr.  L.  C.  Ingersoll  of  Keokuk  as  Dean,  and  to 
whom  all  applications  for  information  concerning  the  Department 
should  be  addressed. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

The  Faculty  take  great  pleasure  in  announcing  to  the  profes- 
sion the  recent  liberal  legislation  for  the  benefit  of  the  Medical 
Department.  The  19th  General  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  for  a  medical  building. 

The  plans  adopted  warrant  the  statement  that  when  the  build- 
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ing  shall  be  completed  it  will  be  by  far  the  most  complete  medi- 
cal college  building  in  the  West. 

There  will  be  a  dissecting  room  eighty  feet  long  and  thirty-six 
feet  wide.  Also,  two  amphitheatres — the  large  one  having  ac- 
commodations for  four  hundred  students,  while  the  other  will 
have  a  seating  capacity  for  three  hundred  students. 

The  Museum  will  be  large  and  capacious.  Special  provision; 
has  also  been  made  for  a  physiological  laboratory  which,  together 
with  the  new  accommodations  for  the  chemical  laboratory,  will 
furnish  excellent  opportunity  for  thorough,  practical  instruction- 
There  will  also  be  a  recitation  room  thirty-eight  by  forty  feetr 
which  will  be  of  great  advantage  in  supplying  special  teaching  to- 
the  second  year  and  advanced  students. 

The  building  will  be  heated  by  steam.  The  ventilation  and 
drainage,  in  the  light  of  present  known  improvements,  cannot  be 
surpassed. 

For  an  exterior  view  of  the  building,  the  cut  on  the  outside 
leaf  of  the  announcement  will  furnish  a  correct  illustration  of  the 
structure  when  completed,  which  will  be  on  October  ist,  1882. 
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The  Annual  Meeting  is  held  in  the  Amphitheatre  of  the 
Medical  Department  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  day  of  Com- 
mencement.
